I  have  the  honour  to  present- my -report  for  1971.  -•  ■  y 

We  are  often  ashed  the  question  -  "What  are  the  duties  of  a  Public 
Health  Inspector?-"  The  answer  is  Environmental  Health,  but  this  is  very  wide 
in  its  implication  and  covers  a  multitude  of  jobs.  This  year  a  Circus  moved 
into  the  area  for  its  Winter  quarter  so  our  duties  not/  range  from  the 
breeding  of  maggots  to  the  keeping  of  elephants.  We  have  not  worked  out  the 
equivalent  of  maggots  to  elephants  in  cubic  capacity,  but  one  35  cwt. 
elephant  would  produce  one  ton  of  maggots.  -  •  -  -  — . 

The  cold  stores  at  Easton  have  taken  up  more  and  more  of  our  time  and 
the  ports  are  sending  an  ever  increasing  number  of  containers  through  for 
our  inspection.  Being  in  a  frozen  state,  the  containers  must  be  inspected 
at  short  notice  to  make  certain  thawing  out  has  not  occured. 

Improvement  Grants  and  Standard  Grants  are  a  little  up  on  last  year, 
mainly  due  to  the  increase  in  grant,  and  also  the  fact  that  the  scope  of 
works  eligible  for  grant  has  been  increased.  The  hardcore  still  remains  and 
I  am  convinced  the  only  approach  is  a  chat  over  a  cup  of  tea,  to  reassure 
people  that  there  are  no  strings  attached  to  the  grant  given. 

The  Refuse  Collection  team  started  on  a  bonus  scheme  in  1971  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  eventually  lead  to  a  weekly  collection.  I  am  still 
amazed  at  the  amount  of  household  refuse  that  some  families  manage  to  accum¬ 
ulate  over  a  fortnight  and  I  wonder  where  it  all  comes  from.

It  will  be  seen,:  from  the  table  that  Discretionary  grants  we  re  up  on  list 
year  and  Standard  Grants  were  slightly  down.  We  are  not  a  Development  or 
Intermediate  urea  so  the  maximum  grant  we  can  give  is  £1000*  The  increased 
scope  of  improvements  has  meant  that-  some  people  have  come  back  for  a  second 
grant.  This  has  been  acceptable,  as  since  the  first  grant  was  approved  the 
general  standard  of  housing  has  advanced  tc-  such  a  degree  that  improvements 
carried  out  15  years  ago  are  now  outdated. 

The  Travellers  Site  brought  its  problems  during  the  year.  This  was  to  be 
expected  and  I  don't  think  anyone  considered  for  one  moment  that  everything  would 
bo  plain  sailing.  Some  came  on  the  site,  didn't  like  it  and  moved  off  -  others 
came  and  stayed  some  months  until  the  wander  lust  got  them  and  they  moved  off 
to  pastures  new* 

We  learnt  from  our  mistakes,  experience  is  always  a  good  educator,  unfort¬ 
unately  these  faults  aro  not  easily  put  right  and  the  problems  easily  solved. 

We  have  not  found  a  Warden  for  the  site  who  is  other  than  a  Travellers  Residents 
of  the  site  have  taken  on  this  dut}^  but  have  not  received  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  other  occupants,.  This  need  not  be  .a  full  time  appointment  and  a  retired 
person  looking  for  a  part  time  job  would  be  very  suitable.  The  Social  Services 
of  the  County  Council  have  not  been  brought  into  the  picture  enough  and  must 
play  a  greater  part  in  the  effort  to  rehabilitate  these  people.  But  perhaps 
the  greatest  fault  has  been  the  lack  of  liason  with  the  general  public.  There 
are  many  organisations  in  the  district  who  have  a  philanthropic  outlook  on  life 
and  yet  no  one  visits  these  people  orirvites  them  to  their  meetings,  etc.  There 
are  some  decent  families  on  this  site,  and  this  is  what  is  required  to  make  them 
feel  they  are  not  outsiders. 


One  family  form  the  site  was  offered  the  tenancy  of  a  Council  House  and  they 
moved  in  just  before  Christmas.  The  man  has  been  employed  by  this  Council  on 
the  Refuse  Collection .Service  since  July,  1971  and  is  now  an  accepted  and  popular 
member  of  the  labour  force.  This  is 'one  of  the  nicer  things  that  happened  and  it 


always  the  hope  that  more  families  will  come  forward  and  ask  for

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  D  I  S  P  0  S  A 


Start  was  made  on  the  Witham  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  which  will  serve  the 
Villages  of  Belton,  Syston,  Barks ton,  Honington,  Mars ton  and  Hougham.  These 
will  discharge  into  the  new  Grantham  Corporation  Sewage  Works  at  Mars ton 
which  came  into  operation  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 


During  the  year  I  did  a  tour  of  the  Continent  visiting  five  countries 
and  although  this  was  a  holiday,  one  cannot  completely  shut  out  ones  mind 
to  those  things  in  life  that  are  common  to  all  countries  and  which  hold 
particular  interest  to  the  visitor.  A  groat  deal  has  beensaid  about  the 
provision  of  lay-by  toilets  in  this  country,  I  have  always  been  of  the 
opinion  that  they  require  too  much  attention  and  cleansing  to  make  them  a 
financial  proposition.  The  German  Auto  Bahns  are  some  of  the  finest  roads 
in  the  world  and  their  lay-bys  were  planned  and  not  just  accidently  come  by. 
In  some  of  these  lay-bys  they  provide  unattended  toilet  blocks  and  my 
experience  was  that  they  were  too  filthy  for  anyone  to  use,  but  the  toilet 
accommodation  at  the  Red:  House  or  Service  Area  were  beyond  reproach  and 
always  spotlessly  clean. 


This  is  of  course,  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  one  is  at  a  centre 
where  people  are  employed  and  cleansing  can  easily  be  organised,  and  the 
other  away  from  a  centre  of  activity  whore  routine  maintenance  is  more 

difficult. 


Arrangements  can  be  made  with Garages,  Cafe’s,  etc.  for  the  public  to 
use  the  toilets  available,  payment  should  be  made  to  the  owner  and  this 
is  more  economical  than  building  new  structures  and  Local  Authorities 
carrying  out  the  maintenance.  Maintenance  in  a  rural  area  can  be  expen¬ 
sive,  especially  when  situated  some  miles  from  a  Depot  and  the  first  user 
after  cleaning  can  foul  them.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


The  increased  flow  of  containers  through  the  ports  for  inspection  at 
Easton  has  thrown  much  more  work  on  the  department.  When  containers  arrive 
at  the  Cold  Stores  it  is  imperative  that  an  inspection  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  possible  to  ensure  that  thawing  out  has  not  taken  place.  The 
majority  of  arrivals  are  notified  by  the  officials  at  the  Port  of  Entry  but 
some  arrive  without  prior  notification  and  these  it  is  impossible  to  plan 
for,  and  often  appointments  have  to  be  broken  to  attend  at  the  Cold  Stores 
and,  however  apologetic  wo  are,  it  does  place  the  Department  in  a  rather 
invidious  position  with  the  Public. 


On  the  attached  list  it  will  bu  seun  that  a  wide  variety  of  foodstuffs 
have  been  received  over  the  year. 


Exports  of  frozen  foods  to  the  Continent  from  Easton  have. necessitated 
the  issuing  of  certificates  stating  that  they  havo  been  prepared  under 
hygienic  conditions. 


The  import  of  meat  "unfit  for  human  consumption"  arrived  nearly  daily 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  all  for  cat  and  dog  food.  The  use  of  a  separate 
bay  for  the  storage  of  this  commodity  did  not  necessitate  such  vigorous 
control  over  the  packing  and  wrapping  as  there  was  no  danger  of  it  coming 
into  contact  with  food  for  human  consumption. 


The  vegetable  processing  plant  continued  to  produce  forth,  tons  of  peas, 
greenbeans  and  brussel  sprouts  for  the  frozen  food  industry.  This  is  seasonal 
work  and  students  are  the  main  source  of  labour.  The  other  factory  pro¬ 
ducing  frozen  chips  was  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  during  the  year  many 
improvements  were  carried  out. 


The  whole  concept  at  Easton  is  big  and  continues  to  grow  and  takes  up 
a  great  deal  of  the  departments  time,  in  fact  more  than  we  can  spare,  but  I 
would  feel  much  happier  if  more  time  could  be  spent  there.  The  one  thing 
that  does  help  is  the  cooperation  we  receive  from  the  management  and  all 
the  staff  in  the  various  departments.  If  this  was  not  so  forth-corning  it 
would  make  our  task  so  much  more  difficult.

In  December  a  bonus  sjieme  for  Refuse  Collection  was  introduced  for  a 
13  week  trial  period.  This  was,  I  hope,  a  stop  towards  a  weekly  collection 
which  is  long  overdue  and  is  so  essential  even  in  a  rural  area. 

During  the  year  the  Council  appealed  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
on  a  decision  by  the  Kesteven  County  Council  to  refuse  an  application  by 
this  Council  to  use  an  old  quarry  at  Croat  Ponton  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 
The  main  objection  was  that  this  quarry  being  on  ttm  limestone,  there  was 
a  possibility  of  pollution  to  underground  water  supplies. 

a  local  inquiry  was  hold  in  the  February  and  after  hearing  the  evidence 
from  both  sils  the  Inspector  visited  the  proposed  site.  The  Department 
ruled  in  favour  of  this  Council  and  permission  was  granted  to  use  the  quarry 
for  the  disposal  of  household  refuse  providing  that  the  tip  was  properly 
controlled. 


It  is  never  pleasant  to  be  at  variance  with  other  de oartments  in  Local 
Government  but  the  position  with  regard  to  refuse  disposal  in  the  area  is 
coming  more  and  more  difficult.  This  is  a  large  area  intensively  farmed  with 
no  heath  or  poor  agricultural  land  as  in  some  districts,  and  we  have  the 
limestone  belt  running  from  North  to  Sputh  over  half  of  the  district  which 
can  produce  difficulties.  With  the  quarry,  which  was  the  subject  of  the 
appeal,  we  have  been  tipping  within  200  yards  for  the  last  20  years  with¬ 
out  any  complaint  from  water  resources  authorites  or  the  local  Water  Board.  ' 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  in  1974  and 
the  formation  of  larger  districts  a  more  positive  approach  will  be  taken 
towards  the  question  of  Refuse  Disoosal  and  that  Incineration  or  Pulverisation 
plants  will  be  built. 


We  still  suffer  from  the  litter  louts  and  I  am  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  no  answer  to  this  problem.  Education  in  schools  might  help, 
but  then  when  children  travel  with  their  parents  and  sec  them  carelessly 
throw  rubbish  away  they  follow  the  example.  Parents  are  the  copy  books  by 
which  children  learn  and  if  the  e.nti -litter  spirit  is  not  in  evidence  then 
the  next  generation  will  be  as  bad.  This  is  a  universal  :robleo  and  is 
only  loo  a  parent  on  the  Continent  whore  in  some  countries  greater  efforts 
are  made  to  encourage  people  to  use  the  litter  baskets  provided  but  with 
ho  better  results. 


The  Councilfor  their  part  collect  Bulky  Refuse  on  request  and  free  of 
charge  and  more  and  mor^  people  are  taking  advantage  of  this  service. 

What  more  we  can  do  to  encourage  .  oople  to  take  advantage  of  this  service 
I  do  not  know,  perhaps  someday  someone  will  come  u,,  with  an  answer  to  the 
problem. 


Once  again  my  thanks  to  all  those  employed  on  the  refuse  collection. 
This  is  one  service  that  is  carried  out  efficiently  and  cheerfully,  apprec¬ 
iated  by  the  public  they  serve.
